8UMAS1 DYKINO ACTS, 

Upon the"adjourned debate on the sec- 
ond reading of tlio Sumab dykiL.t' acts 
amendment bill, 

Mr. Drake said that the introducer had 
claimed that the dyking act was simply a 
mutual achome between the settlers and 
Mr, Sword, but it was not b contract hh 
between two parties where if one fails the 
other is at liberty to abandon his obliga- 
tions — ihii )^i/veriimBnt was a third party. 
The settlers had neglected 'iieir dwii duty 
in the matter and now asked to be re- 
lieved of a respoBsiWlixy whieh they hud 
brought Upon ihemse'ires If the nmttur 
w«re simply as between SwurJ iind the 
settlers the mutter ini[;ht be arranged in 
a variety of ways. But in cnnsiMineiice 
of the ftccoptanco by the (jjovurniiiont of 
this work Sword had borrowed money 
from a corporation of considerable 
importance and which, on the faith of this 
charter granted by thia house, had been 
advanced If the house cnuld say that tlie 
act could bo sot aside totally independent 
of vested interests and vested rights he 
thought it would bo a very diaaatrous 
thing to this province, for the time might 
obme when it would go to En„'liind to 
borrow money ana miuht then liiid its 
credit very materially damaf;ed. It was 
almost universally conceded that when 
charters are granted the integrity uf those 
charters should not bo sot aarde, and ho 
thou(?ht It should be aeon that while thia 
matter was one of very little peouniiiry 
importance from the settlers point of view, 
it was practically a queation of disputed 
liability, and the settlers were now seek 
ing to be relieved fr im a responsihiliiy in 
connection with thia dyke by aakiiii; thi- 
houae to set aside an act under which 
other persons had advanced inDuey, and 
he asked the house before they admitted 
such a principle to aerioualy consider the 
effect of such a course. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said as regarded the 
interference with private rii»hts that 
house could not bo allowed to be affected 
by them in considering the ques- 
tion at issue between the parties 
directly concerned, however much 
those private rights mitfht operate 
ou the mind they should uot be permitted 
to bias the decision of the house. He could 
Hoe no reason why tlio net of ISBI) could 
uot be repealed by mutiml consent, but to 
that ho must liuiif his aoquiesuouce, for he 
nnOHt decidedly objected to that portion of 
the hill which i)roposed to repeal sections 
of the original net of 1878. 

Mr. Galbraith said that in 1878 a number 
of settlers in Matsqu;., Hunias and Chilli- 
whack, desired that a system of ilyking 
should be carried -out, Oftmeating, a basis 
of agreement was arrived at, and after care- 
ful scrutiny by the private bills committee 
tbo ftgreeiuont with but few amendments 
passed through the house as the Dyking 
Act of 1S78. lie believed had .Mr. Sword's 
original scheme l)eeu cai-iied out f.ud a .sub- 
sidy of reclaimed lands graiitoil him the 
dyking would have been a guccess to-tlay. 
(Heai.) Another scheme was sabmitted 
■which wus reported adversely on by Mr. 
Gore and llr. Navarre, but under report of 
Mr. Hunter a scheme was finally agreed on 
between the government, Mr. Sword and 
tbo settlers. The bill of 1883, he had be- 
lieved, and still believed, was in the in- 
terests of the settlorp. If the bill of 1883 
■were repealed and the settlors thrown buck 
on the act of 1878inwhati)ositiou wouldthe 
settlers be 1 They would bo loft in a 
position infinitely worse. Mr. Sword 
had invested his all in the venture, and 
M Bp^atUBt that the settlers had expended 
loms $2,000 or $3,000. He thought the 
poly solution was this ; The whole matter 



involved some §8,000 as a charge upon 
the land, and as the whole thing had been 
admittedly a failure, and aa tlio land ac- 
quired by JMr. Ssvotd was valueless, he 
should aay the govutniuuiil should ser- 
iously consider whether they should not 
a^vapce the sum, (eliev^^the Bettler8|and 
do justice to Mr. Sword by allowing h1ni~ 
to complete the work and relrieve what 
ho had lost. 

Mr. Orr said not for one single year 
since the uaasnge of the dyking aut had 
the overflow of the Fraaer bson checked 
over these lands. It was kuow^ tjiat two 
or three days after the works had tbeen re- 
pi)rted upon as having been oompletdd in 
accordance with plana mid apeciticatious, 
the whole of the works gave way. As 
long as the act was in force, or its pro- 
vi.tions were continued, the settlers could 
nut sell their land. Ou account uf the 
cortifioato of the engineer, whowaa plaaod 
in charge after Navarte left, thagoyem-' 
meiii. granted to ""Sword 0,900 aoi'^s.of 
the land whioh, with all the land, was 
valuable to a certain eiLlent, and as the 
land around it h'ul been improved it had 
become nmro valuable and could, he su; • 
]joaed, bo sold in the market for §10 an 
acre (No, no). Ho thought the 0,000 
acres granted by "the governmant was 
quite auflicient to reimburse Mr. Derby 
for useless e.xpandituro_oji ^n -inetlicieni 
work, and he bhiiuld vote for tha'f second 
reading of this bill. 

Mr. llulgesen said the act of 1883 had 
Deen passed in the interests of the sel- 
lers. 

Mr. Allen was rather pained to hear 
the last speaker say that tho act of 1883 
was in tho intoreata of the aottlera. Hon 
inombera knew it was not in the interests 
of the settlors and was not to-day. If 
Mr Sword had been an.xioua to have an 
other opportunity to cninploto the Work 
why when it hud been furnished had he 
not done ao ( lijcau-iu tho scheme had 
failed w'is no reasun why tho suttlora 
should be made tn sulfer. 

Lion. Mr. Duck said ho did not feel 
able to vote intulliguntly on this question. 
If tho &«t of 1883 ware swept away Mr. 
Swords would have no means of redress. 
Uo ihuu^lit the matler was one for tho 
aupremti cuirt. If tho proposition had 
been to repeal tho act uf lti83 he should 
have vdted for the aecondi reading, but as 
it also pc'iposod to eliminate portions of 
tho act of 187!i he cuuld not au| port tho 
motion. 

Mr. Wil.sn;) .iaid hi.s vi-te on this bill 
would bo with the iiueiiiion of redriisaing 
a urievuus wroiiu. If tho house wore 
satisfied that it had made a mistake in 
3.883 surely it should have the courage to 
remedy that mistake. The assertion that 
the wrong doiio to Mr. Sw<ird by tho re- 
peal of tho act would De greater than tho 
benetit to the settlers he could hardly 
agree to. It had been said that the act of 
1883 placed tho settlers In a worao position 
than i:; 1878. It seemed to him that sec- 
tion 9 of the sot of 1883 showod plainly 
that the interest of the money ceased 
from 1882 until the completion of the 
dyking wnrka. The iniui who had under- 
takan the work niii^ht bo unfortunate and 
be entitled to certain rights, but it was 
perfectly clear that there wore wronya as 
well as rights to be considered, am! he 
hoped the former would be considered as 
of eijual Weight with Llie latter. 

H'ln. Mr. .Suiithe eoiiftaied ho was not 
in a position to be aa pciaitivo as to what 
was right as suine members seemed to be. 
He conceived there were wrongs on both 
aides — not on one side only (the settlers) 
as the last speaker ?¥ev>ed to infer. If 
any one was worthy of sympathy, and the 
matter wits to be set'led by sympathy, 
tliere was no single person ao much on- 
tilled to that aa Mr. Swcjrd, He could 
not fnrget that if the scheme proposed by 
Mr. Sw<ird had been oatriod out, that 
gentleman would have been a wealthy 
and successful man and the whole of 
Matsipii prairie have been olfeotually 
protected from overtlow. (Tlio hon. 
speaker then entered into details of 
Sword's original propoaition ) "We all 
know that a private bill is a measure con- 
ferring rights and |jri«ilf|;e« upon a priv- 
ate individual or a private company, and 
a rule provides that when a private bill is 
before a coniniittee all those persons

fect right to go before a cniumitteo and 
watch the bill st.ige by stage, and upon 
tho evidence before them the committee 
decide. But if ine petitioner conclusively 
priivoH that his undertaking is goiny to bo 
of benelit to the nciuntry at larije, then the 
coniinitti^e eonfern the riybt he has bean 
asking for, and, that having once lieoo ilonn, 
ami liabilities hi'.ving been incurred, it 
would be criiniiiul on our ])art to interfere 
in any way likely to prejudice the riglits 
that tuny have beon granted. It was all 
very well to say thiit in 188.'! the legislature 
had violated rights and privileges, bnt 
surely wo find in the history of iegishition 
in any parliament that measures are intio- 
dnced e.xtendiiig privileges in private bills 
generally and often amending them. This 
is done by petition, and is what was done iu 
".883. The assignees of Mr. Derby who 
had then held the privileges of the act 
passed in 187S eaiue forward and askcil for 
an extension (jf '!i./.io privileges-^in oin^ 
5c;:«e though lu i in anotlier. That ajjpeal 
was co;\ce<ied in the private bills committee 
and the j.-ititio jors representing, I believe, 
in person every one of those uumoa that wo 
have heard mentioned to-day, ware present 
and iudividually gave their views on 
the subject, but they foiled to 
Convince that committee that it was not 
desirable in the public interest tnat the 
bill should not be |)aa.)od. The question 
was discussed, and I believe almost every 
member of the house spoke on the sub- 
ject; and it involved a very great deal of 
hot opoosition on tho onaside and strong 
support on the other. It is now claimed 
that a great wrong was done in passing 
this act— wrong done to tho persons — tho 
petitioners — who had faih-d to convince 
the private billa coinmitieo that so groat 
an injury was going to Ijo d'.Mie them that 
it was not right to [laas the bill " 

Mr. Orr here ro.ie and said the bill had 
been so altered after it had been taken 
out of his hands — alterations made in the 
house — that it entirely altered tho object 
with which tho bill had been introduced. 

Hon. Mr. Sniithe was cottvincod of that 
and it only went perhaps to show that 
that way of doing business in the house 
was wrong. T'he billa wore allowed to go 
before the private bills committee, who 
heard both sides, and jot, after they had 
reported, the house dealt with the 
measure irrespective of the rights 



of parties interested. Those same 
measures introduced iu tho lioudc were 
considered at the tiiiio to bo i.n the in- 
terest of tho public. (Mr. T. D.ivie — 
They .were not introduced by Swnrd.) 
"I think the amendments wert: introduced 
by the promoters of tho bill, but they 
We're' 80 alteted in conTmitteu that they 
wore not recognizable by tlin.to who 
originally introduced them. It ia ju-ii, 
possible that we ought to say the aottlera 
should bo the beat judges of what ia 
going to bo in their own interesta, but I 
am uf tho opinion that tliti iniorosts of 
the settlers were better .pEovidad.Jor in 
the act of 1883 than in that of 1878, and 
J think wo would bo doing a f»r greater 
wrong by throwing them bauk on tliat 
act. In justilicalioii of tho courue wliu li 
was taken in 1883 I agree with ntlior 
honorable gciitleinun wliu think that an 
act such, aa \Ve have hare ought not to be 
irtterfered-Tvith- without great delibsra- 
tloivbeoacise it is .very diiliuult for honor- 
able inonibers, some of whom lia\ e not 
I had tho opportunity of studying llioaot 
from the beginning, to know anytiiiiig of 
the effect which an apporeiiily tnviil 
amendment may have upon it. It is dilli- 
cult to point out any particular date for tlio 
completion of an undertaking like this, 
for there are always poadbilitiea which 
hive to bo ijrovided io ■. Then there must 
bo some ono who shall have tho right to 
say when tho time has e.xpired, an otlic-o 
which waa that of tho O. C. of L & \V. 
When the work had been accepted the 
control of the 0. 0. of L. it \V, ceased 
and the provtsit>D of tEe'ssotion, so far us 
that goes, ia dead. Innnediately after Ihe 
acceptance, a higher water —higher than 
that of 1S7G — than had ohtaiiioJ before, 
swept tho work away jutt aa it wa.s bo 
ing completed and would have hijoii tak- 
en out of the hands of tho contractor. 
Would it be fair to those gentlemen who 
had expended their means io botielit the 
settlers as well as themselves, that the 
settlors should bo entirely relioveil ' (\t- 
tainly not. But the work has beei 
cepted and we are eitlier to consider 
thai she work was coinploled, and there 
was nothing for llieiu to do, or we are 
to reejuiro that the ubligations of both 
partjsii iih^uld continue. iS'ot witlifltand- 
ing the taking over of tho dyke, aa a mat- 
tor of fact it was never cninph ted, 
and the promoters have firfeiled 
a I right to the claims tlioy urge." 
Iiisfead of fighting out their claim in tho 
Supremo court which he thought tho pro- 
moters might very fairly have done with 
chances of success they had coino to that 
house and asked only for exten^tion of 
time. "But thechief cuininissioncr no 
longer posaoaaes tho power of granting 
the request and insofar as I am 
able to understand * this act 1 
think it was a very fair attempt 
not to do wrong to the aottlera, but to re- 
lieve thoin of responsibiliiy and babili- 
tioa, This act of 1883 dois so relieve 
them, and thoy are not liii'.ibj uudor it to 
pay anything until the completion of lii.) 
work by tho promoters. Some members 
argue that the term "that no interest 
ahall accrue" meant that it should accrui- 
but not be payable. I cannot aec it in 
that way, and I think it relieves them 
from any payment whatever inilil the 
work shall have been completed and tho 
lands entirely and successfully reclaimed 
from the overflow of water. I am of ilio 
same opitiion as I was in 1883 when I 
voted for that act and thought I wa.s do- 
ing the settlers aj benefit as well as the 
promoters, and thought, too, that I wns 
doing strictly right. Now, 1 mn 
in thia puaition: The sottlora are 
entitled to consideration and I can only 
regard this house as a private liilis c in- 
mitteo and that those who speak ared.'ing 
so intelligently aa to the wishes of their 
oonatitucnts, and if tiioy do ilmt iliis 
act of 1883 is a crushing wrong to them 
and is nut in their interest and want to I u 
relieved of it, then I may fairly submit to 
their own opinion on this qnesliun and ac- 
cept theii* assertions. If they wish to bo 
relieved of the advantages which are con- 
conforrod on them by this act, then I 
think they are entitled to be ao relieved. 
Although I do not feel like voting against 
the second reading of the bill I must say 
that when it goes into cumraittee I shall 
vote to have the first clause of it struck out, 
and I shall move that the clauses uf tho 
original act bo reinserted and brought in- 
to full operation again. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said ho had not 
given o vote on this question in l.S.s.'i, feel- 
ing perplexed as to the real inwardness of 
the questiotij but he distinctly roeoUected 
that the bill of 1883 was intended as a 
bill for the relief of tho ai'ttlers. 
It had been introduced Oy nis 
bonorablo colleague (Mr, l)ir) an i lii' li,i(l 
understood it to have been in tli« interests 
of tbo settlers . 

Mr. Orr — If it had been carried as 1 in- 
troduced it it would have Vjoeii in their in- 
terest. 

Hon. Mr. Robson replied that whatever 
alterotions" might have been /uudu tbey bad 
always been anderstood to keep sirieily in 
view the interests of the settlers. The 
Battlers should olso be an.snred Ihut tiny 
wore not liable for any interest until tin- 
work was auecessfnlly coniDli teil. before 
the passage of the act ol 1HS:|, howevi^r, 
they wore liable. IIo thought that inas- 
uiuch a,s tbo settlers 'ht'inseives Ihi iik lliis 
bill a gr.iat hurdship ho was in favor of tin- 
repeal of the -not of 188;}, but uo more. Ho 
wHs of opinie n, however, that the settlers 
were nuder a misapjirehonsion refjnrding 
the eiVect of tho act of ISHJ. The hou.so 
would bo creating a very daiigeidiis prece- 
dent by passing un act reiiealiiig lluj oiigi- 
ual dyking act. Tho exact eonseiiuenees 
could uot, jierhaps, bo euniiiurated, but tin- 
possibilities of those couseijuenees eould 
easily be forcHeen. It would be a lu caeli of 
faith with ihe parties to that act, but the re- 
peal of the act of 1883 could li« elleet- 
ed -without such breach. 'I'his 
latter act repealed, the louu'dies 
for tho settlers would bo either appeal 
to the court ur application for such legis- 
lation as the house could conccdo in fair- 
ness to both parties. Thia was all it 
could do; but he wished it could do more, 
for he knew these eottlers wero his own 
constituents, and were men who liad 
struggled hard to make honiea for them- 
selves. While regretting, therefore, the 
bardihipS they felt, he did not believe an 
evil should be remedied by the perpetra- 
tion of a greater. He could see no other 
path of duty open to him but iu voting 
for the second reading with the under- 
standing that the blundering and unwar- ■ 
ranted legislation of 1833 might be 
remedied,

TUB ESTIMATES. 

Thia interesting iirray of 6j;uro8 was 
laidbeforu the house yeslerduy. Itproeo:UB 
tlie tinaneittl poaitioi! of the province in a 
niucti more fiivorablu light tliiin tlie nppo 
Biuon journala liad led people to expect. 
Indeed, there ia renauii tu believe that 
those worthies will turn green with dia- 
appointment at the utter fuilure of their 
prognostications of diaaaler. NN'ant of 
apace prevoiitu all but the briefeat refer- 
ence to the document. The estimated 
revenue for year endiiif^ liOth Juno, 1887, 
is 5i570,li!l 05. The estimated expendi- 
ture ia §710,024 CO. Nearly every item 
of receipt' ahowB an inorodse' except that 
of land sales. The estimated revenue 
from that source for 1885-(; was S'iOO.OOO. 
The receipts foil short of that auin and 
the yovornuiont have wisely deoidt-d to 
put the oaiimiitB for next year at £100,- 
000. After land aales and federil subsi- 
dy, the principal items of revenue are 
lieeiMes, $^0,000; luininf; oertifiaatea, etc., 
$34,000; road tolls, $10,000; pruvincial 
revenue tax, £75,000; real property tax, 
$24,000; personal property tax, S-_'0,000; 
wild land tax, $10,000; registry feea, $15,- 
000; interest on investuieiic of sinkini; 
fund, §6,500. The i;ovoriiment propoee 
to expend on public works, $225,300; on 
the administration of justice, $125,438; 
salaries civil govornnieut, §02,290; on 
charities, S*2I,250; legislation, $19,800; 
mainteiiancu public institutions, §9,1)50. 
The present f;ovornment has ever been a 
generous supporter of the ftee education- 
al aystem. They sustain their well-earned 
reputation by prnpoaing to expend under 
that heading $94,405 during the current 
year, a conaidorable increase over laat 
year. The time is approachinfj when the 
educational requireinonta of the country 
will be at) groat aa to require a ("imcial 
rate to provide for them; but wo are glad 
to see that the government do not pro- 
pose to anticipate eventa and that they 
intend to meet, aa far as possible, every 
reasonable doinatid upon them. We be- 
lieve that it ia not the intention or the 
government to introduce u loan bill to 
meet the deticiency, aa there ia reaaon to 
believe that by an expansion of the reve- 
nue and the exercise of rigid economy the 
two financial ends may be made tu meet 
at the end of the year. 

IMPEIUA L FEDtJRA TIOW 

Sir A. T.'Galt, who pnaseases the confi 
dense of the conservatiTes of Canada to 
an extraordinaiy degree, is one of the 

most enthusiastic and active of the Im- 
perial federationiata. Ths ditiicultiea of 
any movement in the direction of a union 
of customs or of legislation, which is ao 
often proposed, or, at least, di.scuased by 
federationista, seem to him insurmount- 
able, fur the present at least. A step 
which he thinks could be easily taken in 
the direoti.'^n of union ia thd formation of 
an imperial navy. Both Great Britain \nd 
the C> 1 inies arc, he belitTes, ready for 
thia step. Circumstsncea are already 
forcing upon both Canada and Australia 
the necessity uf maintaining vessels for 
the protection of their marine interests. 
Oertain uf the Australian colonies have 
already modern warships of their own for 
the protection of their coinniorce. The 
Montreal Witneaa remarks that Canada, 
if she is really to protect her tiaheriea, 
will' be compelled to have effective war- 
ships sooner or later. By building one 
or two for such a confederation, Canada 
would practically secure such a reserve 
force in caso of serious trouble aa would 
make even the atroUj;eat nation on the 
face of the earth hesitate before entering 
upon a quarrel with her, Canada should 
not assume to defend her fiahery rights 
against an overshadowing and somewhat 
overreaohinu nation without that prepara- 
tion for the worst which is the very best 
Tireventive. Certainly a united imperial 
navy would just now be useful to Oaai>da. 

A CAFITAL JOKE. 

Mr Orr, M. P. P., ie a brave man and 
a wily. He ia disgusted witli the opposi- 
tion to hia Vancouver bill and imagines 
that ho can scare islanders into voting for 
his measure by giving notice of a motion 
for the removal of the capital.

I'A.'iTKUIt COL'I.U NOT .SAVK tll.M. 

Paris, March 23. - One of the wolf- 
bitten Russians wbo recently came here 
and were treated by Pasteur to prevent 
rabies, died last night in great agony, 
with all the .syniptomaof hydrophobia. 

Nineteen Kussians arrived here and 
were placed under Past"ur's care, on 
iNiarch 15. All liad been attacked by 
mad wolve.s, mid terribly lacerated. 
Pasteur willingly undertook to treat 
them, and at once placed them in his 
hospital. The man who died last night 
bad been carefully operated on, and 
regularly i noLU la ted with viru.s twice a 
day since In; arrived. II i.'T terrible death 
with all the svnipLoni.'j of livtlroplioljia 
in its worst form, haa .seriously shock 
ed public confidence in the effective 
ness of Pasteur's discovery. The first 
positive indications that the patient's 
system •wa.s resisting the treatment 
manifested thoni.selve.s on Sunuay, after 
he had been in the ho.spital over five 
days. He soon afterwards became the 
' victim of the most terrible sufloriny, 
and this seemed to increaue hourly up 
to the time of hi» death, which occur- 
red while the man was mad and wild 
with physical torture. The corpse has 
been removed to Pasteur's labuiiitury, 
where it will he inaiie the .'-uhject of 
e.xperiineiits by scientiHts. M. Pasteur 
is much annoyed by unfavorable eoni- 
nients caused by thia failure of his 
method, but he insists that it establish- 
ea nothinfj.

BKi'.->,iEi..s, March 25— The minors' 
strike haa extended to Charleroi. 'L'he 
men demand 25 per cent, iiioruaau in 
wages and ponding granting of it have 
quit work and gone to rioting. Uoudarmes 
ao far have been aucceaaful in dispersing 
moba that have collected. 

An attempt was made to day to blow up 
a railway train near Hasaelt. A package 
containing 34 dynamite oartridgis had 
been placed on the rails but was sw-.'pt 
aaide by the cowcatcher without being 
exploded. While the engine driver was 
osaniining the package it exploded and 
blew off three uf hia fingers. 

Placards have been posted in Liege 
summoning the workmen to a meeting to- 
morrow and concluding with the words, 
"Let each man bring a revolver and then 
forward."

ENGLAND. 
LoNnoN, March 25 — The rumor that a 
i|uarrel existed between Lord Randolph 
Churchill and Hon. W. M Smith, both 
of whom were nienibera of li ird Halia- 
bury'a cabinet, ia cnntinned. 'I'lie quarrel 
is serious and both personal and pclitioal. 
It originated in a speech made by iMr. 
Smith in which he spoke in favor of Mr. 
Gladstone's scheme for buying out the 
landlords of Ireland, and urged a fnir 
support of the proposal. His poaition has 
provoked Lo|-d Uaiidolph beyoiul restraint. 
He retorted violently and uaud liiiiguuge 
sarcastic and insulting. He declared tlie 
conservatives would remain jicrpetually 
cut cf power and be condemned to ever- 
lasting opposition if such a policy should 
prevail.

Bonie of our reiuloi-s liiiVLi in tUoLr gunlein. 
as a curiosity, a perpetual- Lwa ring rns\y 
berry. Tlieso usually dribblo uloug with a 
few berries oii eiieli bush from summer till 
fall. But they are sueh soiiiit produoora 
to be of little practical value. Hale Itrotbers, 
South Gla.stotibury, Couu., olaiiu, Iiowever, 
that at last tliey hrivo a variety that Is 
ircally worth something, giving a full crop 
late in tbo fall It is the Eurbart ever- 
iMarlng raspberry.

It was found growing wild ou a farm iu 
Masou county, Illinois. The berry la shiny 
black and very good.

It is n more ornamental shrub than the 
common raspberry, as will be seen from the 
■econd picture. The leaves ore very much 
ridged aud wrinkled.

Raspberry rulturo is much tho same aa 
that of the blackberry', ozcoptthat tho rows 
of planta may bo sot closer. The ground 
Bhould be well enriched. 

There are three varieties of raspborrios — 
red, black and yellow. 

In general tho red kind U good to eat at 
home, but tender when it conies to shipping. 
The favorite market berry is the Gregg, n 
block fruit of great sizo. Perhaps tbo best 
flavored of aU is, however, thti yellow, Tlio 
Caroline is the most appi-oved yellow rasp- 
berry, while the Hansell and Cuthbert aro 
among the best red kinds. Tho raspberry 
fruits from new wood every year, and tho 
old should bo cut away when the bearing 
seaaou is over. In tbo colder parts of tlio 
Union it needs to bo layered down and cov- 
ered during winter. Put olt tbis o-s long its 
possible to Uee|) the canes froai fi-cc/.ins;. 
X.ay them down carefully, so as not to break 
them or their roots, aud cover with three to 
sii inche.s of rum stalks^ leaved or litter 
mixed with eartlu 



SometliliiK to tho Advantage at Farniois. 

Of course, at the beginning of every year 
It is tho proper thing to urge farmers to look- 
over their accounts and make au inventory 
of receipts and expenditures, etc. But wo 
vifib them this January to tiJee tlia matter 
eariously in baad. A mercluutt or other 
businets man could not contlnuo In trade 
two years without taking account of stocl^ 
at regular intervals and balancinij luconus 
and outgohiKa, to see whether he ia not losing 
monev, ^ 

It is Ji»t OS important for the fnrnior to do 
likewise. It hecoiaos espeolally vital slno* 
the conditioiH of sucoo.ssful larniing be- 
come more difllcult ovory yoar. January 
is tho dull moutb of tho year. Go back now 
over your work for 18S5. Take evei-y crop, 
Held by field, count up how nuich it cost 
you and what you got for it. If you hava 
not cleared a fair per cent, on It, then somo- 
thlngls wrong. Perhaps It was low pi lcea 
i''re<}*lyed for it, ix;rhap3 you paid out toa 
■■ iniiofi iixidiiey to raisu It, jKirhaps tho crop 
irat BO poor, owing to lack of manuring or 
othar bad cultivation, tbab it did not yjelil 
welL Whatever the <*^HB«4.rMii«ur it aa-

Count up how much it cost to raise tiiat 
Kleer j'ou sold iu December. Did the price 
you ;;ot for him return fair business ]X>r 
cent, on his costf Run through the .'samo Cor 
sheep, pigs, hoi-sos, cows, mules au<i chickens. 
How uuK.'h richer or poorer aro you than 
you were last year/ If poorer, how niucb 
of it is due to your own carelessness or bad 
management? 

Cast up accounts in this way, and you 
will know exai-tly wlioro you stand, iSo, 
nnotber yoar, you w ill be ablo to avoi<l the 
mistakes made in. ISSj. Don't thus take ac- 
count of stock one Januory, becuu'^o this 
reminds you of it, and then drop it. Do thti 
same every year as long as you live. Bo 
shall you prosper. 

Next thing, keep a journal. We know of 
fumilios where the wife or. dsughtera make 
the entries In tbo journal day by day, aud 
at the end of the year the book la as enter- 
taining as a novel to read back over. Set 
down regularly tho days on which 5'ou 
began plowing such a field, when you .sold a 
load of hay or rontract-d for your tobacco 
crop. Mako a note when tho now calves, 
colts oi- luia'.is may hu looked for. If one ot 
the animals is taken sick set down its dis- 
ea.so, its symptoms, aud how you doctored 
it If you liear any farm or housekeoping 
hints that will be useful write them in your 
jonrnul. Note the date when you plant each 
kiiul of f,eo.;l and when it i-omea up JIuUe a 
legidar weather record, too. It will bo oC 
usu to you. No farmer on our list is with- 
out a good thei inonioter, wo liope. It can bo 
put to a variaty of purposes. 

In brief, nuiku a record of all im])ortuut 
events on the farm and iu the housohol.l. 
Be partictiiur as to dates. Be busluesslike 
niid systematic in all you do. Don't be a 
rlouch.

Heferrlng to an announcement that nt n 
recent exhumation in a western cemetery 
the body of a woman was found turned to 
stone, Tho Louisville Medical News says: 
"Petrifaction of tlio body of a warm- 
blooded auinuU lias never been known, anj 
it i.s epiito safe to say has never taken placd. 
Tho Condi lion of tho body which leads to 
such a raisconcoption is not that of [xjtri- 
faction, hut of .sapouillcatiou." It is ex- 
plained that nitrogenous tissues give oil am- 
monia, and this, attacking the fats in the 
body, produces adiiiocere, a hard form of 
soap.
